As to independent claims 1 and 1 1 , the prior art of record taken alone or in 
combination, fails discloses or render obvious a substrate processing apparatus and 
method comprising all the specific elements with the specific combination including of a 
process monitor for monitoring a dimension pfa pattern of spaced apart and discrete 
features being formed the first region of the substrate and generate a first signal, 
monitoring a dimension of a pattern of spaced apart and discrete features being formed 
in the second region of the substrate and generate a second signal, and a chamber 
controller to receive the first and second signals and operate the substrate support, gas 
distributor, gas energizer. and gas exhaust port, to set process parameters comprising 
one or more of gas flow rate, gas pressure, gas energizing power level, and substrate 
temperature, to process the features in the first and second regions to compensate for 
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any differences in the dimensions of the features being formed in the first and second 
regions in combination with the rest of the limitation of claims 1 and 1 1 .
